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City apartments plan 
slated as visual eyesore

PLANS for a new apartment block in 
Ely’s city centre have been slammed 
as “bland”, “unattractive” and a “vis¬ 
ual eyesore”. 

The proposed Market Place de¬ 
velopment would see 12 new apart¬ 
ments formed in two additional sto¬ 
reys over the existing two-storey 60s 
premises, including building over the 
yard and enhancement of the exist¬ 
ing facade. 

City of Ely Council has told the 
News it will extend the consultation 
period for two more weeks to assess 
the proposals on behalf of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

City of Ely Mayor Richard Hobbs, 
who chairs the city council’s plan¬ 
ning committee, said: “It will be a 
prominent building in Ely and it will 
be crucial to the town centre. 

“There is a balance between com¬ 
mercialism and thinking long term 
what it will look like. We have got to 
get this one right.” 

He added: “This is an extremely 
important decision to be made over 
a very central building to Ely, and the 


decision should not be taken lightly.” 

The current 60s building, which re¬ 
placed the old corn exchange, com¬ 
prises several retail shop fronts and 
an internal yard accessed from the 
west, off Dolphin Lane, where the 
new entrance will also be sited. 

Developers Baker Street Properties 
say they have consulted English Her¬ 
itage, conservation officers and held 
three public consultations prior to 


and during the design process. 

However, the planning scrutiny 
group sub-section of community 
group Ely Perspective has hit out at 
the plans and is calling on the devel¬ 
opers to hold a public exhibition be¬ 
fore any designs are approved. 

The plans were an improvement 
on previous submissions, accord¬ 
ing to planning scrutiny group co¬ 
ordinator Kevin Evans. But he said: 


“The east elevation (which faces the 
square) should be the fagade that 
particularly displays some charac¬ 
ter and architectural detail, but it is 
bland and utilitarian. 

“The third storey is particularly un¬ 
attractive. This, and the fact that the 
facility is four storeys high, provides 
a building which is bulky in appear¬ 
ance and out of proportion with its 
environment. We consider that a 


three-storey building is the maxi¬ 
mum suitable for this site.” 

Ely Perspective chairman Daniel 
Block stressed that these views were 
not reflective of Ely Perspective as 
a whole and an official group com¬ 
ment would likely emerge following 
a meeting on June 20. 

Neighbouring residents, some of 
whom live in Grade I and II listed 
properties, have also criticised the 
proposals. One resident has called 
it a “visual eyesore” which would 
“block out a certain amount of light”. 

Others have expressed concerns 
that the four-storey building will ob¬ 
scure the views of Ely Cathedral. 

Liberal Democrat city councillor 
Catherine Whelan said: “Although it 
is an improvement on the original 
plan, it is still not good enough for 
such an important location. 

“The Market Place and Dolphin 
Lane will be overshadowed by the 
height of the four-storey building. 
The district council shouldn’t cave in. 
Ely deserves better.” 

The district council is expected 
to review the plans in the coming 
months. The developers were con¬ 
tacted for comment.

Call to tighten 
up on child 
internet safety 



LATEST figures from the 
NSPCC revealed the pivotal 
role the internet plays in 
child sex offences in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

There were 53 recorded 
cyber-related sex crimes 
against under-18s in the 
county for the year 2016/17. 

The youngest victim re¬ 
corded by Cambridgeshire 
police was just five years old. 

Across England and Wales 
more than 5,600 child sex 
crimes that had a cyber el¬ 
ement were committed 
against children. 

This number has risen by 
more than a third (44 per 
cent) from 2015/16 when 39 
forces across England and 
Wales, who responded to 
the same Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request by the NSP¬ 
CC, recorded 3,903 cyber- 
related sexual offences. 

This is the second year 
police have been required 
to record - ‘cyber hag’ - any 
crime that involved the in¬ 
ternet. 

The latest figures show 
police are recording an av¬ 
erage of 15 internet-related

sex crimes against children 
a day, highlighting a worry¬ 
ing trend in how predators 
are using the internet to tar¬ 
get children. 

In Suffolk the number of 
cyber-related crimes fell 
dramatically for 2016/17 to 
just nine from 37 in 2015/16. 

The number of cases in 
Cambridgeshire also fell 
slightly from 66 in 2015/16 
to 53 in 2016/17. 

Across England and Wales, 
for offences where age was 
recorded, 13 was the most 
common age of the victim 
(257) but there were nearly 
100 offences committed 
against children aged 10 and 
under, with the youngest 
victim aged just 3 yearsold. 

The NSPCC is calling on 
the next government to 
make child online safety a 
top priority. 

Peter Wanless, CEO of the 
NSPCC said: “These figures 
confirm our fears that of¬ 


fenders are exploiting the 
internet to target children 
for their own dark deeds. 

“Children also tell our 
Childline service they are 
being targeted online by 
adults who pose as children 
and try to meet them, or 
persuade them to perform 
sexual acts on webcams, 
before blackmailing them. 
This terrifies them and can 
leave some feeling worth¬ 
less, depressed and suicidal. 

“We cannot idly sit by 
knowing that more and 
more innocent young peo¬ 
ple are being harmed on¬ 
line. Today’s worrying data 
leaves the next government 
with no choice but to ur¬ 
gently address this issue. We 
are calling on them to force 
internet companies and so¬ 
cial media sites to adhere to 
rules that keep their young 
users safe.” 

The NSPCC is demanding 
changes including: an inde¬ 
pendent regulator to hold 
social media companies 
to account and fine them 
where they fail to protect 
children; government regu¬ 
lated minimum standards 
which internet companies 
must meet to safeguard 
children; and children to be 
automatically offered safer 
social media accounts, with 
default privacy settings, to 
protect them from harmful 
content and offenders who 
seek to prey on them.

Huge complex 
nearly finished 


A £37.5 million school and 
leisure complex is on track 
to be completed in time for 
the new school year. 

Builder Morgan Sindall 
is busy putting the final fix¬ 
tures and fittings into the 
new Littleport Academy. 

The site, which includes 
special and early years 
schools, will cater for about 
900 children. 

Andy Walsham, senior 
project manager at Morgan 
Sindall, said: “It is a mas¬ 
sive project. We spent seven 
months just working on the 
ground, which was a farm¬ 
er’s field, from January 2016. 

“At the end of July we put 
the first bit of steel in the 
ground - 1,200 rods have 
gone into the ground to 
make the foundations solid. 

“The field may have been 
great for growing crops but it

was harder to build on. We’ve 
used 900 tonnes of steel. As 
it has grown, we’ve sort of 
grown with it. There are 200 
people working on site at the 
moment.” 

The four-form entry sec¬ 
ondary school, Littleport 
Academy, will initially cater 
for 600 pupils aged 11 to 16, 
with the potential to accom¬ 
modate 750 pupils in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Construction is now in 
week 73 and has taken 
363,000 man hours, with 
local contractors involved 
in the construction of the 
ground and steel work. 

The project is one of the 
biggest ever commissioned 


by Cambridgeshire County 
Council and within the 10 
biggest handled by the con¬ 
struction company. 

The associated school for 
pupils with special educa¬ 
tional needs, which saw the 
first sets of doors going in 
last week, will cater for 110 
pupils and includes a hydro¬ 
therapy pool for swimming 
therapy programmes. 

Meanwhile, the early years 
school will cater for 52 young 
children, and the two-storey 
sports centre will include a 
sports hall, a fitness suite, a 
multi-use hall and changing 
facilities. 

The complex will also in¬ 
corporate a leisure centre 
area available for use by the 
whole community. 

The whole complex will 
be ready for the new school 
term this September.

When self-employed farmers occupy 
a property under the terms of a tenancy 
it is, for Principle Private Residence 
purposes, seen as a main residence 
regardless that they don’t own the 
freehold of the property. 

They must ask the question ‘Am 
I making the most of my PPR claim?’ 

If another residence has been purchased 
with the intention of living there once 
the tenancy has ceased, a nomination 
can be made to elect - within 2 years - 
which property will be the main 
residence for PPR purposes. Once 
a nomination has been made it can be 
revised at any time. 

It’s possible the farmer never actually 
occupies the residence due to 
a change in circumstances. For example, 
if a partner has 10 years remaining on 
a tenancy and they purchase a property 
they intend to occupy on retiring, 
they can elect for this property to be 
the main residence for PPR purposes. 
If after three years their circumstances 
change and they no longer intend to 
occupy the property, it would cease 
being treated as their main residence 
but will qualify for PPR relief for the 
period of three years and the final 
18 months of ownership. 

If it has been let, then Letting Relief 
would also be available to reduce 
any chargeable gain. A farmer with 
two residences to occupy as a main 
residence should always make an 
election, which would open up the 
opportunity of changing the nomination 
in future if, again, circumstances change.

Success story 
at our libraries 

CONCERNS about the disappearance 
from Cambridgeshire archives of the 
historical record of local activities 
have been allayed. 

Despite the 2017 Cambridgeshire 
County Council budget cut of 
£325,000 being the Library Book 
Fund for the 2017-2018 year, local 
newspapers will continue to be 
purchased. This means that hard 
copies will be in local libraries and 
will be retained in Cambridgeshire 
Archives. The Cambridgeshire local 


studies service will continue to make 
newspapers available in recognition 
that newspapers have an essential 
role in keeping of the record and 
enabling the community to know its 
history. 

Success lies also in that new books 
for adults and children's books will 
be purchased this year despite the 
budget cut, which will be met by one 
year's disappearance of audio-visual 
materials, periodicals and national 
newspapers. 

It remains disappointing that 
national newspapers will not 
be purchased nor retained for 
201 7-2018, with researchers into 
national news and its impact on 
Cambridgeshire having to overcome 
this gap by visiting the British 
Library with associated travel costs. 
Nonetheless, help may be at hand. 

Importantly, the library budget 
for 2016-201 7 has come in at 
an underspend of £1 75,000, 
due to staff vacancies and 'over¬ 
achievement of income' according 
to the latest Highways & Community 
Infrastructure report. 

Additionally, the underspend for 
highways as a whole was £254,000. 
Perhaps the community may be 
minded to lobby the county council 
for this underspend to be applied to 
library services, in light of libraries 
suffering a disproportionate funding 
cut.

More armed 
police at key 
county sites 


MORE armed police will be at key 
tourist sites across the county after 
the latest terror attack in London. 

And police are asking the public 
to be alert, but not alarmed, echo¬ 
ing the the Mayor of London Sadiq 
Khan’s comments after Saturday’s 
attack, and to report any suspicious 
behaviour or activity.

Chief Constable for Cambridge¬ 
shire Alec Wood has praised the of¬ 
ficers and emergency services who 
dealt with the London attack. 

He said: “Our thoughts are with 
the victims and families of those 
who have lost loved ones following 
the truly horrendous attacks in Lon¬ 
don.

Dry spell leads 
to water warning 


AFTER eight months of be¬ 
low average rainfall in the 
East of England, Anglian Wa¬ 
ter is advising homeowners 
to use water wisely. 

The water company is ad¬ 
vising people to leave the 
sprinkler in the shed and 
learn to love their brown 
lawns. 

A hosepipe ban is not ex¬ 
pected this summer, as An¬ 
glian says water levels in 
reservoirs and groundwater 
stores are healthy for the 
time of year but it is asking 
people to conserve water 
where they can. 

Meanwhile, some farmers 
are reporting as low as 10 per 
cent of their expected March 
and April rainfall, which af¬ 
fects crops such as wheat 
and sugar beet. 

The region experienced 
13.1 mm of rainfall in April, 
just 36 per cent of the 
monthly average. 

There may be irrigation 
restrictions for farmers if the 
dry weather continues, says 
the National Farmers’ Union 
(NFU), which is concerned 
about the impact the pro¬ 
longed dry weather is having 
on crop development. 

Regan Harris, from Angli¬ 
an Water, said: “Dry periods

like this remind us that water 
is a precious commodity we 
often take for granted. This 
is why we always encour¬ 
age customers to use water 
wisely. 

“One of the reasons Angli¬ 
an Water can be so confident 
there won’t be a hosepipe 
ban this year is because it’s 
invested millions to reduce 
leakage.” 

Meanwhile, the NFU is 
working closely with the 
Environment Agency, pub¬ 
lic water supply companies, 
Defra and The Met Office to 
assess the situation as this 
spell of dry weather contin¬ 
ues. 

Brian Finnerty, of NFU 
East Anglia, said: “I don’t 
think anyone is talking about 
hosepipe bans, but that’s not 
an issue for the NFU. 

“From the farming per¬ 
spective, farm reservoirs are 
pretty full at the moment. 

“Our concerns are about 
the impact prolonged dry 
weather is having on crop 
development, with some re¬ 
strictions possible on spray 
irrigation in certain areas if 
the dry weather continues.” 


Anglian Water’s tips for be¬ 
ing water-wise are: 

• Stay hydrated - leave a jug 
of tap water in the fridge to 
cool down rather than run¬ 
ning the tap to get it cold. 

• Finished with the pad¬ 
dling pool for the day? Use 
the water on the flower beds 
instead of filling a watering 
can with fresh tap water. 

• Better still, ditch the pad¬ 
dling pool altogether and 
head to one of the fantastic 
beaches dotted along the 
East of England coastline. 
This year, many have been 
awarded Blue Flags and Sea¬ 
side Awards. 

• Check your local weather 
forecast, if it’s going to rain 
the next day then don’t water 
the plants. 

• Learn to love your brown 
lawn - leave the sprinkler in 
the shed this summer, your 
lawn will soon bounce back 
and be vibrant and green 
again. 

• Get a water butt - if you’re 
the last person on your street 
without one, what are you 
waiting for? Water butts can 
save water and will give you 
a handy supply if you don’t 
have an outside tap.

Drug-driving crackdown 
catches eight offenders

POLICE armed with roadside test¬ 
ing kits cracked down on drug-drivers 
across Cambridgeshire over the bank 
holiday weekend. 

Eight drivers were under the influ¬ 
ence, mostly under the age of 40, who 
now face disqualification, according 
to Sergeant Simon Goldsmith of Beds, 
Cambs & Herts Roads Policing Unit. 

He told the News: “It seems like we are 
getting more drug-drivers than drink- 
drivers because now that we can easily 
detect it, you don’t have to be involved 
in a collision first. It’s the same conse¬ 
quence as drink-driving. It’s disquali¬ 
fication for 12 months minimum. It’s 
definitely not worth it. 

“People think they can have a joint 
and then a couple of hours later go off 
and drive, but it massively impairs your 
ability to drive far more than drink and 
the consequences are just terrible. 

Sgt Goldsmith added: “If we suspect 
that a driver is under the influence of 
cannabis or cocaine we can drug wipe 
them at the roadside. We’ve got a device 
we use to wipe saliva from the tongue 
and it analyses in just six minutes.

IT is illegal to drive if 
you are unfit to do so 
because you are on legal 
or illegal drugs or if 
you have certain levels 
of illegal drugs in your 
blood - even if they 
haven't affected your 
driving.

If you are taking them 
and are not sure if you 
should drive, talk to 
your doctor, pharmacist 
or healthcare 
professional. 

The police can stop 
you and make you do 
a "field impairment 
assessment" if they 
think you are on drugs. 
This involves a series of 
tests, including asking 
you to walk in a straight 
line. 

They can also use 
a roadside drug kit to 
screen for cannabis and 
cocaine. 

If they think you are 
unfit to drive because 
you have been taking 
drugs, you will be 
arrested and will have 
to take a drug test either 
by the roadside or at a 
police station. 

You could be charged 
with a crime if the test 
goes on to show that 
you have actually taken 
drugs.

AN 81-year-old former football 
coach has pleaded not guilty to 
allegations of historical sexual 
abuse.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

LI Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

D Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

D Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

T HE case of Evelyn Foster's 
murder was fascinating to 
me. Found 70 feet away 
from the road crawling out 
of her flame-engulfed car, 
she’d used her dying breaths to 
explain what had happened to her. 

But the case had never been 
solved. So, 86 years on, I set out to 
sdo just that. 

Being a crime writer, I'm always 
after something new to sink my 
teeth into. When anyone dies, 
there’s a coroner's inquest that gets 
filed away for 75 years. After that, 
they’re open to the public. In the 
case of Evelyn Foster, I was met 
with crates and crates of paper. 

But it was obvious the records 
had been shoved in, all scrunched 
up and chaotic. Why had they been 
so desperate to close the case? 

In 1931, the Chief Constable of 
Northumberland was in charge of 
the Evelyn’s case. His views were 
Victorian and outdated. He was set 
to retire in little over a year, and it 
was fair to say that during his time 
on the investigation he was winding 
down. Many even reported he was 
incompetent. 

And, for reasons that became 
clear as I investigated, he didn’t 
like Evelyn at all. But the more I 
read about her, the more I liked her. 

KNOWING EVELYN 

SHE was 28 and drove a taxi for her 
father’s business. She did a regular 
taxi run on market days, picking up 
passengers from where the bus 
stopped and taking them the 
remainder of their jouney. 

On 5 January 1931, she'd finished 
her shift, but was stopped by a man 
waiting at a road junction on her 
way home. He'd been dropped off 
by another car and was looking to 
continue to Newcastle on the bus. 

In the freezing cold and dark, 
Evelyn explained he’d missed the 
bus by 20 minutes, but, as she was 
heading in that direction, she’d do 
the journey. 

It was a high-fare job and Evelyn 
dropped him off at a pub, suggest¬ 
ing he ask any of the punters if they 
were heading that way as it would 
save him the fare. While he asked, 
she went to get extra petrol. No one 
was heading to Newcastle, but at 
least she'd tried to help him out. 

It would be the last job she ever 
took. Hours later, her frantic 
parents, who were looking for her, 
were met by a scene of carnage. 

Her car, destroyed by fire, was 
found off-road on a sharp bend 


called 'Wolf’s Nick! Evelyn, who had 
crawled from the car and rolled to 
put out the flames on her body, was 
scooped up by her dad and rushed 
home to see a doctor. 

Taking one look at her, the doctor 
knew she wouldn't make it. As the 
police turned up to interview her, 
she used her last moments to 
describe the person who had done 
this to her. He was 5ft 8in, dressed 
in an overcoat and a bowler hat. 

She explained he'd hit her, taken 
control of the car, thrown her in the 
back, and 'interfered' with her. 

It was impossible to determine 
what she meant by 'interfered! 

Her mother was convinced 
Evelyn had been raped, but later 
inspection found no evidence. 

From that moment, the Chief 
Constable became convinced 
Evelyn had lied. In those days, if 
women got to an age like 28 without 
marrying, they were often deemed 
hysterical. He portrayed her as a 
dirty-minded spinster who cried 
wolf and even suggested the whole 
thing was an accident - with 
insurance due on her car, he said it 
was a cash scam gone wrong. 

But it wasn’t a view shared by 
everyone. Evelyn said she crawled 
out of the back of the car. But the 
driver's door was wide open - 
someone else had been driving. 

Officers worked 14-hour 
days collecting more than 100 
statements, but not one person saw 
the accused man. He never went 
inside the pub, and when the police 
asked for the man who had 


dropped him off to come forward, 
nobody did. To the Chief Constable, 
this all meant it hadn't happened. 
Case closed. 

As I started going through the 
statements, it became clear some of 
the timings in the case didn't add 
up. I tried every single eventuality 
and found there was a window of 
time when there was nobody on the 
village street - the exact time the 
accused would have got out and 
waited for Evelyn. No one saw him 
because no one was there. At that 
moment, I had no doubt, Evelyn 
had been telling the truth. 

CRUCIAL EVIDENCE 

WHEN I realised that, I started to 
feel so angry with the Constable. He 
hadn't listened to anyone's opinion 
and had developed an irrational 
loathing of the victim. 

This poor woman had been 
accused of such vile things when 
she had been the victim. And, when 
I stumbled across a crucial piece of 
evidence that was ignored, I felt the 
case was unforgiveable. 

Someone had in fact reported 
meeting a gentleman fitting 
Evelyn's description. He'd seen 
this man's face on the front of a 
newspaper after he'd been charged 
and imprisoned for four years for a 
previous sexual assault and it 
triggered a memory. 

He said when he'd met this 
man the case had come up in 
conversation and he had said, 'She 
got what she deserved.’ 

An odd thing to say to a stranger. 


The man was also wearing an 
overcoat, a bowler hat, and spoke 
about how he regularly stopped 
people for lifts. However, the chief 
constable had no interest in 
interviewing this man. It's thought 
he said to his staff, 'the chap 
concerned is a soldier, so go and 
ask his colleagues what they think if 
you like.’ Sure enough, it turned out 
he was on leave from the army at 
the time of the murder. 

There are no fingerprints, no 
DNA, but I'm convinced he did it. 

Evelyn’s family was never made 
aware of this lead. Her death utterly 
destroyed the Fosters. 

One of the statements from a 
policeman read, 'We haven't found 
a single thing to prove what she 
said, but we also haven’t found a 
single thing to disprove it.' It was 
clear they wanted to help. 

I believe the Chief Constable 
became angry that they carried on 
looking into it and that’s why the 
files were shoved away. 

I hope Evelyn knows nobody has 
forgotten her, and, that by trying to 
prove the truth, I can finally get 
justice for her.

He invents a 
mystery around Hopkins' obscure 
religious poem and the local area, 
and entices the Conundrum's 
author to come and write about it. 

What follows is a witty satire in 
which Edge cleverly weaves 
together Hopkins' struggles as he 
writes the poem, those of a group 
of nuns on the doomed 
Deutschland and Tim's bid to turn 
his corner of the world into the 
next Grail hunting hotspot. 

By turns gripping and laugh-out- 
loud funny, this is a great read for 
anyone who has ever reached the 
end of a Vatican thriller with an 
eyebrow raised.

P hilosopher Aristotle said 
'adventure is worthwhile^ 
and it's a sentiment which 
always struck a chord with 
me. Though I never fulfilled 
my childhood dream to become 
Indiana lones, I've tried to travel and 
immerse myself in new cultures. 

Of course being an explorer isn't 
easy these days, but Cathay Pacific's 
five-times-weekly direct flights from 
Manchester to Hong Kong on their 
new A350 aircraft make discovering 
new worlds all too tempting. 

A mesmerising city, Hong Kong 
teems with life, nothing ever really 
closes and there's always something 
to do. And it's the perfect place to 
connect West to East - mixing 
Oriental and European sensibilities, 
culture, food and lifestyle. Like all 
the best places, it feels alien from 
the moment you arrive - as you take 
in the skyline, the neon and the 
smells on the trip from the airport to 
wherever you're calling home for 
the duration of your stay. 

From one moment to the next you 
could find yourself flying up and 
down its steep streets on a historic 
double-decker tram, sailing aboard 
a junk ship enjoying the spectacular 
harbour views, or trekking across 
sprawling country parks. Aromas 
dance through the air from 
unknown places, people never 
seem to stop moving. And despite 
being home to more than seven 
million people, Hong Kong isn't so 
huge it feels overbearing. 

Normally the hotel could be 
incidental to a trip discovering a 
truly unique place like this, but 
Shangri-La's new Kerry Hotel is no 
ordinary hotel. Set on Kowloon's 
vibrant waterfront at the heart of 
Hung Horn Bay, it delivers my first 
moment of pure wonder - when I 
walk into my room and see the 
breathtaking views of Hong Kong 
Island's skyline. 

The hotel is opulence defined. 
Rooms are grand but modern, 
offering all the amenities you could 
care for on a city-break, while its 
lounge 'The Club' offers guests a 
luxury breakfast spread to stock up 
for a busy day, or a place to unwind 
after a long day with a cocktail and 
some snacks. And it's possibly the 


only hotel I've ever stayed which 
has a gym so luxurious it actually 
made me want to work out. 

If you can tear yourself away from 
the hotel, a good place to start 
exploring Hong Kong is up at 
Victoria Peak, the highest point on 
Hong Kong Island - it offers 
360-degree views of the island and 
views of the harbour vista as you 
look down and across to Kowloon. 

It's fun to simply pick a spot and 
start wandering - and there's 
nowhere better to get lost than in 
Hong Kong's Old Town, one of the 
oldest yet trendiest districts in the 
city. Here hipster joints merge with 
historic streets and sights, residents 
hang washing out on balconies 
perched just above artisan coffee 
joints. Take an organised tour by 
Walk in Hong Kong (walkin.hk) - 
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and blues, fantastical cocktails and 
hearty food. 

Hong Kong Island is the city's 
commercial centre, where sky¬ 
scrapers crowd over you and stretch 
as far as the eye can see, futuristic 
walkways perched above highways 
give way to green spaces and 
escalators deposit people onto 
rooftop bars and shopping malls 
brimming with luxury brands. 

But for an insight into what life is 
like for the masses in Hong Kong, 
Kowloon's heartland of Yau Ma Tei 
and Jordan offer a grittier, more 'real' 
experience of the city. Here flats pile 
up on top of each other and food 
markets fill to the brim with workers 
during the early afternoon. Pop into 
to a Cha chaan teng - or tea 
restaurant - for some Hong Kong 


cuisine, including pineapple buns 
and the ever popular milk tea. We 
were shown around by Ho Ho Go 
(hohogo.com.hk/en/hohogo) - who 
offer tourists cultural walks, 
workshops and excursions. And after 
a busy day discovering the city, 
being able to return to the refuge of 
The Kerry Hotel is the perfect way to 
relax. You can easily lose a few hours 
sipping cocktails on the Red Sugar 
bar's veranda, or dining at its 
restaurant Hung Tong - where 
executive chef Matthew Benninlc's 
menu fuses traditional Cantonese 
recipes with a forward thinking 
approach to food. 

And as Hong Kong is Cathay 
Pacific's Asian hub, it's possible to fly 
on almost anywhere in Asia, 
Australia and New Zealand if you 


want to continue exploring. 

Eventually the time will come 
when you have to tear yourself away 
and return home. But the disap¬ 
pointment of a journey's end is made 
all the more bearable when you're 
on-board Cathay Pacific's A350. The 
airline's staff make sure you never 
want for anything, while business 
class passengers get to relax in seats 
designed by Porsche, and even 
economy seats offer a level of luxury 
well above the competition. 

As I relax on my return flight, 
reclined and relaxed with a cocktail 
in hand and my high-definition 
screen playing the latest films, I 
think sometimes it's a good thing if 
dreams don't come true.

B IGGER isn't always better, 
especially in today's car 
world where more from less 
is the modern mantra. 

That's why you can now 
buy a big car with an engine 
so apparently small and feeble 
that there's no hint of its size in 
chrome on the boot lid. 

In truth, the clever people 
buried deep in the car makers' 
engineering departments 
have cracked the less-is-more 
conundrum and given us a new 
generation of tiny petrol engines 
that perform like lions. 

Most - 70 per cent - of the 
latest Honda Civic will be sold 
with an engine that features only 
three cylinders and displaces a 
mere one litre. 

In compensation, it puts out 127 
horsepower and rows the new car 
along with complete conviction 
while using, on paper at least, less 
fuel than either the old 1.4 or 1.8 
litre units of the old model. 

If you insist on something bigger 
under the bonnet there's a 1.5 
litre petrol engine ready to assist, 
but it will be a rarer sight on your 
local dealer's inventory. 

Whichever engine you go 
for - the diesel from the old car 
arrives later this year - the new 
Civic is longer by 13cms, wider by 
3cms and lower by 2cms than the 
outgoing model. 

That brings a boot as big, at a 
cavernous 478 litres, as anything 
in the sector - Focus and Golf are 
obvious comparisons. 

You don't need a tape measure 
to know the latest Civic is larger 
than before - with much more 
aggressive lines and big black, 
fake, air intakes and outlets front 
and rear - it looks larger from a 
hundred paces.
